W ood stock closed its office in N ov em ­ 
ber 197 5 , and the cou nty has paid reci­ 
pients since that tim e. Bu t the cou nty 


this week began billing Wood stock prop­ 
erty owners for som e $38 ,000 in costs 
inv olv ed throu gh a special chargeback. 
And the town is now su ing the cou nty in 
an effort to av oid those pay m ents. 
Now, howev er, w ith the cou nty ’s wel­ 
fare d oors also closed , board m em bers felt 
they had only three options: 
•Reopen the W ood stock office tod ay 
and start m aking pay m ents to those 
persons d eterm ined eligible by the cou n­

Chinese Quake Killed at Least 655,237 


IIO NG KONG(lTPl) 
Thr 
Ftmngest earthquake recorded 
in the world in more than a 
dozen years killed at least 
655,237 persons and injured 
more than 779.OOO when it 
struck northern China last 
summer, according to a report 
attributed to Chinese leaders 
in the affected province. 
The duly 28 temblor was 
centered at Tangshan. about 
100 tniles southeast of Peking, 
and was one of sis major earth 
quakes to hit China during 
1976 
If the figures on the 
Tangshnn quake are correct, it 
would be the second deadliest 
in history It also could mean 
that a million or more persons 
may have died in all the 
quakes in China last year 
Chinese officials have not 
made public any prrcise fig­ 
ures on casualties and proper­ 
ty damage in any of the six 
quakes 
Hut many official reports 
have said losses were “ ex 
tremelv serious." 
The report giving the casual­ 
ty figures was issued by the 
Hopeh Provincial Committee 
of the party and the Hopeh 
Revolutionary Committee last 
Aug 
6. according to Na­ 
tionalist Chinese sources who 
obtained a text and made it 
available. 


Intelligence sources familiar 
with such documents said they 
had no reason to doubt its 
authenticity. 
“ According to preliminary 
statistics," the report said, "in 
such seriously stricken areas 
as 
Tangshan 
municipality, 
and Fengnan and Feng vung, 
there were 655,237 .persons 
dead 
Some 79,000 penotis 
were seriously injured and un 
der emergency treatment, and 
some 700.0tt0 persons suffered 
various degrees of injuries 


“ In other stricken areas, the 
number of dead and injured 
was comparatively smaller," 
the report said. 
Communist Party Chairman 
Hu« Kuo (eng, in a major poli­ 
cy speech delivered in late 
December, also spoke of grave 
losses and said the Tangshan 
quake "inflicted a loss of lives 
and property t hat is rarely- 
seen in history,”

making it the most severe re

"It s a dif­ 
ferent ball game if nobodv accepts the 
responsibility of payment," said coun 
cilwoman Jane Van De Bogart, "and 
interim relief must be provided ’’ 
The concensus of most present was that 
it would be “ unthinkable from an ethical 
point of view’’ not to reopen the Woods­ 
tock office. And, for the board to decide 
on its own who could and could not be 
eligible for payments was equally unac­ 
ceptable to most present While the board 
has made clear it would hope to eliminate 
students, transients, and those with med­ 
ical excuses that prohibit them from 
working from the rolls, several residents 
insisted such action would leave the town 
open to lawsuits by the state, county, and 
individual recipients themselves. 
The board had indicated a strong desire 
not to vote on either option last night 
The matter, members felt, was "too seri 
ous" to act on, on such short notice. 
But. in the face of public reaction that 
the town had no alternative , legally and 
morally, but to take care of its own 
and

payers had a “ right" to observe the 
board's deliberations in the matter, if not 
to participate in its vote on final options, 
the board opted for an on-the spot de­ 
cision.

Dear Editor: 
I have been born and raised in this 
area. I have held jobs, collected un­ 
em ploym ent insurance, even public 
assistance here. Recently, I lost my 
job. I applied for public assistance. 
The following paragraph was taken 
verbatim from the letter I received 
about my case decision. 


Your application has been denied 
for the following reasons: 
Wage clearance from your em ­ 
ployer indicates th at you lost your 
last position due to your own negli­ 
gence, therefore we are denying 
your case as per DSS reg 385.6 and 
sanctioning you for 75 days begin­ 
ning 11-24-76 (DSS reg 385.7). In 
the m ean tim e your needs may be 
met at the Ulster County Home. 


I have a home and I refuse to be 
uprooted! I do not pay a large am ount 
of rent, nor do I run up unnecessary 
m edical bills, of course I have to eat 
to live. As I m entioned earlier, 1 have 
received assistance before, so I know 
living on public assistance is a hassle. 
You pay for every check you get with 
the m ental anguish of trying to live on 
the m eager sum they allot you. But I 
do not have a job and I would like to 
continue living. 
In order to live, I will have to obtain 
affadavits from people who had spoken 
with my em ployer about my being 
fired. Presently, I am dealing with 
M id-H udson Valley legal services at 
286 W all St. W e’ll end up in court for 
a fair hearing regarding my case Right 
now I am ineligible for unem ploym ent 
insurance and m ight have to deal with 
the courts concerning it, also. After 
contacting the aforem entioned legal 


services and literally starving for over 
a week, 1 was able to obtain food 
stam ps. I need medical attention and 
I have no funds for this. 
If I had a child, or was expecting a 
child, I would be receiving public 
assistance today. U nfortunately I am 
a 21-year-old, white, single woman 
who m ade a m istake at her job, was 
fired and is being denied help from her 
com m unity. The very com m unity I 
was brought up to respect! I don’t 
know how I can respect a com m unity 
where there is no concern for P E O ­ 
PLE!!! The Ulster County D epart­ 
m ent of Social Services disgusts me 
with its lack of concern and air of 
indifference. 
Funds are exhausted. Civil service 
workers are unsatisfied with their pay 
and benefits. I can understand a reluc­ 
tance to spend more money. I applaud 
the crack-down on welfare fraud and 
worthwhile efforts to cease unneces­ 
sary spending. 
W ith my low rent and food stam ps, 
the county would be saving money by 
m aintaining me in my own home, 
rather than at the county home. It 
puzzles me th at our social services 
system would spend so foolishly when 
they’re in their present condition. 
T his is why there is no money to help 
those who really need it!!! This is why 
I m ust struggle through our court 
system while searching for a job. It 
isn’t easy. I have no car or money for 
buses and cabs. I m ust walk every­ 
where and as I stated earlier, I need 
m edical attention. T his is our friendly, 
suppo rtive co m m unity/governm ent 
and I’m asham ed to be part of it!!

W A SH IN G TO N - T he varieties of eco­ 
nomic crim es and our ways of catching 
the transgressors are wonderful, bewilder­ 
ing and long past rational understanding. 
Take the case of the U niversity of M inne­ 
sota versus the N ational Collegiate A th­ 
letic Association. A federal court has 
granted the university an injunction stop­ 
ping the NCAA from suspending the 
university team s from post-season play 
and lucrative televising of its games. 
W hat did the university do? It refused 
to suspend three players who are alleged 
to have sold basketball tickets at a higher 
price than the one printed on them . This 
is the heinous crime of scalping, only it 
isn't so heinous when businessm en do it 
and instead of selling tickets they're 
selling wheat. Then it's called buying low 
and selling high, and if you’re very suc­ 
cessful at it everybody will call you 
M ister, idiot journalists will interview 
you about topics on which you are even 
more ignorant than they, and Jim m y 
C arter m ay appoint you Secretary of the 
Treasury. 
Nevertheless, ticket scalping is almost 
universally frowned on and is illegal in 
most places. Legislators and prosecutors 
who spend their idle hours denouncing 
price controls on steel or hogs or m olyb­ 
denum will go out and try to put people 
in jail to enforce price controls on tickets 
of all unlikely things. As for the NCAA, 
if th at organization were not erroneously 
connected with higher education in the 
public's mind, its efforts to control the 
wages of professional athletes playing for 
schools would be a clear violation of the 
Clayton Act. As it is, we all write articles 
applauding the NCAA for working so 
hard to keep the standards up. W hat 
standards? W hat’s up? 
A nother econo-crime is shylocking or 
loansharking. Again, people who swear by 
laissez-faire enthusiastically approve ot 
putting people in jail for breaking the 
price-control laws by charging high in­ 


terest rates. Like the price of tickets, the 
price of money ought to be govern m ental­ 
ly adm inistered even when the price for 
nothing else is. 
You can’t anticipate what will and 
w hat won’t be regarded as an econo- 
cnm e. T ake the recent case of M atthew 
Feldm an, the president of the New Jersey 
S tate 
Senate. The 
luckless 
Feldm an 
pleaded guilty to the crim e of commercial 
bribery. Specifically he adm itted he had 
agreed to pay the representative of a 
restaurant chain 2.5 per cent of $240,000 
worth of business th a t Mr. Feldm an's 
family-owned liquor com pany had antici­ 
pated getting. W’hy this should be a 
federal m isdem eanor surpasses under­ 
standing. Mr. Feldm an’s customer may 
have a beef with its own employe if he 
pocketed the 2.5 per cent discount instead 
of passing it on to the m anagem ent. It’s 
not clear th a t’s what happened but, if it 
did, why should it be against the law? 
Purchasing agents do take money under 
the table from suppliers all the tim e and 
their bosses have a satisfactory rem edy. 
They can sue them to get the money back. 
In any event Mr. Feldm an finds his nam e 
linked with the word bribery in the 
headlines and his political career in 


jeopardy because he offered a rebate or a 
discount to the wrong person at the wrong 
tim e. 
The most im portant econo-crime case 
of the year was the sentencing in Chicago 
Federal 
court 
the 
other 
day 
of 
47 
cardboard box industry executives to 
prison term s and fines. This is unheard 
of. The last tim e a businessm an found 
guilty of breaking the anti-trust laws was 
sentenced to pull some tim e was in 1960. 
The heaviest punishm ent handed out by 
Judge Jam es Parsons was only 
60 days 
and a $35,000 fine to R. H arper Brown, 
president of the C ontainer Corporation of 
America, the people who’ve specialized in 
those tasteful institutional ads that fea­ 
t u r e 
gr e a t 
s a y ings 
by po litic a l 
philosophers like Alexis de TocquevillJ 
and A ristotle. So m uch for the idea th a | 
when you learn knowledge you gain virj 
tue. If your kid goes to H arvard he majj 
know a lot, but they can't make a law- 
abiding citizen out of him . 
The executives aren’t going to do very 
hard tim e. The judge has said they car 
go to their offices during the week and gr 
to jail on their weekends. T hat may ruin 
a certain num ber of golf games but even 
that m ay not come to pass since the judge 
has said he’ll hear m otions to m itigate 
th ese already-less^-than-onerous se n­ 
tences. It happens every tim e with white- 
collar crim e. Even though all the evidence 
we have suggest* th a t jail is indeed a 
deterrent to white-collar crime, if nc 
other, the judge looks down at that 
defendant and he sees himself standing

there aw aiting the judgm ent of doom. 
Still it gives one a yum m y feeling just t< 
read that a chap nam ed R. H arper Brown 
has been sent to the cooler. 
In the last session of Congress the 
punishm ents for crim inal violations of the 
anti-trust statutes were beefed up. If you 
believe people like Ronald Reagan and 
Jim m y C arter on how im portant the free 
market pricing system is to our national 
prosperity, then what these men did was 
very, very serious. By abolishing the free 
m arket in their industry they helped 
inflation and therefore unem ploym ent 
and so could be said to have contributed 
to everything bad from crim e to spreading 
disease, although w hether violating the 
Sherm an Act really has such terrible 
consequences is at least debatable. 
Yet here these men com m it the most 
serious of econo-crimes and get away with 
it. At least a bank robber, who does far 
less harm to the society, would think he 
got away w ith it if he only got 60 days. 
M aybe we should concede the judges 
aren't going to jail businessm en for this 
kind of behavior and m ake the pun­ 
ishment fit the crime. W hen businessm en 
collude and conspire to fix prices they are 
repudiating their own free m arket faith. 
So perhaps firms convicted of these act? 
should be punished by being placed un 
der price control, control adm inistered by 
a court-appointed functionary. The func­ 
tionary would be instructed to set the 
prices "in the public interest," and that, 
for most executives, would be a fate worse 
than jail.

Drug A dm inistration is sitting on scien­ 
tific e vid e nc e th a t s a c c h a r in, th e 
artificial sweetener used by m illions, nay 
cause cancer. 
T he evidence is so persuasive that 
m any FDA officials are privately alarm ed 
at the agency's failure to act. Saccharin 
should he taken off the m arket, they say, 
because of several tests showing it causes 
m alignant tum ors in the bladders of 
anim als. 
T he tests are as conclusive, scientists 
have told us. as the evidence linking 
cyclam ates and cancer. C yclam ates have 
been banned from the m arket. 
Am ericans consum e about five million 
pounds of saccharin each year In diet 
drinks, ice cream and puddings. It is also 
widely used as coffee and tea sweeteners. 
Yet the FDA has established from its 
own tests that a disturbing num ber of 
anim als developed 
m alignant 
bladder 
cancer after consum ing saccharin. O ther 
studies indicated that saccharin caused 
cancer of the uterus in female anim als. 
T he FDA is supposed to protect the 
public from dangerous foods and drugs. 
Yet the agency won’t issue warnings 
against saccharin until more tests have 
been conducted. These will take at least 
until 1978. 
O ur sources com pare this attitud e to 
the FDA's inaction on Red Dye No. 2, 
which the agency left on the m arket for 
15 years despite evidence that it causes 
birth defects, genetic dam age and cancer. 
T he dye was finally banned this year. 
The General Accounting Office, after a 
confidential investigation of its own, 
warned the FDA that the continued use 
of saccharin "could expose the public to 
unnecessary risk."

One possible reason was suggested by a 
top FDA official. He conceded that the 
huge com m ercial sales m ade the FDA 
reluctant to ban saccharin. In other 
words, the agency appears to be more 
concerned about corporate losses than the 
public health. 
In the case of another artificial sw eet­ 
ener, called aspartane, test results al­ 
legedly were falsified and distorted to get t 
it on the m arket. The FDA at first 
authorized aspartane to be sold to the 
public but w ithheld it from the m arket 
alter the discrepancies were discovered. 
Independent 
scientific 
tests showed 
th at aspartane caused brain dam age in 
anim als The m anufacturer, G.D. Searle 
and Com pany, w ants to use the sugar 
substitute in breakfast cereals, puddings, 
beverages, gelatins and chewing gum. 
W hen some anim als died in test experi­ 
m ents, Searle substituted the blood of 
other anim als for the dead ones, in­ 
vestigators have alleged. There were also 
s ignif ic a nt 
d is c re pa nc ie s b e tw een 
Searle’s date and the sum m aries the 
conpany subnitted to the FDA, according 
to the governm ent investigators. One 
pathologists’s study, for exanple, was 
allegedly edited to make the findings 
apjiear more favorable. 
The case against Searle is being re­ 
ferred to a grand jury for possible prose­ 
cution A spokesm an said the com pany 
strongly disagrees with charges that it 
altered its data but couldn’t com m ent 
directly because the m atter is under 
investigation 
FDA investigators discovered the al­ 
leged alterations by exam ining just a few 
of Searle's files. Yet the agency has now 
turned its investigation over to an inde- 
jiendent 
group of scientists who, in­ 
credibly, will be paid by Searle. 
T hus the alleged corporate culprit will 
finance the investigation of itself. "If you 
believe that Searle is going to pay all this 
money and not have some say in the 
results, you’re kidding yourself,” one an­ 
gry FDA official told us. 
An FDA spokesm an insisted th at the 
com pany would not interfere with an 
objective investigation. But Sen. Gaylord 
Nelson (D.-W is.) would disagree. Allow­ 
ing the drug com panies to pay for the 
testing of its own products, he told us, 
leads to unreliable or biased results. 
P IP E L IN E P O S T S C R IP T : The In 
terior D epartm ent is investigating our 
report that the federal official overseeing 
the construction of the Alaska pipeline, 
Andrew Rollins, accepted favors from the 
M orrison-K nudsen construction conbine. 
T he com pany is building a 135-mile seg­ 
m ent of the pipeline. 
Rollins 
requested 
the 
investigation 
him self after we asked him about the 
chartered plane rides, free fishing vaca­ 
tions and other favors he had accepted 
from M orrison-Knudsen. 
We have now learned th at the House 
subcom m ittee on Energy and Power, 
headed by Rep. John Dingell (D .-M ich.), 
encountered considerable flak when its 
investigators inspected the pipeline con­ 
struction last sum m er.

about the pipeline. But the inspectors’ 
superior in the Interior D epartm ent, Jack 
T urner, ordered then to write down all the 
questions they were asked and all the 
answers they gave. He dem anded that 
these w ritten reports be subm itted to his 
office. 
This had an "intim idating effect” on 
the 
federal 
inspectors, 
subcom m ittee 
sources com plained 
In 
confidence, 
some 
inspectors 
in­ 
formed the subcom m ittee th at T urner 
has frustrated 
their efforts to make 
pipeline contractors comply w ith federal 
laws. For exam ple, he rescinded the a u­ 
thority of the inspectors to halt the work 
if they found a contractor breaking the 
law. 
Footnote: T he outspoken T urner ac­ 
knowledged th at he required the inspec­ 
tors to take notes on their interviews with 
subcom m ittee investigators. But he de­ 
nied this was a form of intim idation and 
said he had supported the inspectors. 
“T he Dingell staff,” he grum ped, “con­ 
d u c te d th e ns e lv e s in a very u n­ 
professional and unethical m anner."

Crotians Go on Trial Upstate 


BU FFA LO , N.Y. <1 Pit 
A federal grand jury in Buffalo 
logins hearing evidence today 
in the case of five Croatian 
nationals «reused of hijacking 
a TWA airliner that was en 
route from New York City to 
Chicago last September. 
U.S. District Court .Judge 
John R. Bartels dismissed air 
piracy charges in Brooklyn last 
month against the five who 
forced the pilot to fly the plane 
to Paris because the actual 
hijacking 
tixik 
place 
over 
Western New York. 
U .S. Attorney Richard 
Arcaro said Bartels “ found no 
venue in New York's Eastern 
District (Brooklyn) as to the 
air piracy counts, so we’re al­ 
leging that in view of that 
decision the jurisdiction would 
be here." 
Bartels indicated in his de 
cision that he agreed with the 
government that there were 
strong policy considerations in 
favor 
of the 
government's 
argument that the case should 
lie tried in Brooklyn. 
"Unfortunately," 
he said, 
"Congress did not so provide." 
After Bartels' decision, U.S. 


Attorney David Trager, who 
was 
handling the case 
in 
Brooklyn, filed an 
18 page 
briel with the Second U.S. 
Circuit 
Court 
of 
Appeals 
charging that the Croatians 
were 
“ judge shopping" 
by 
trying to get the case moved to 
Buffalo. 
He also said the air piracy 
law says a crime can be prose­ 
cuted either in the district in 
which it is committed or in the 
district where it began. But he 
noted that Bartels accepted 
the arguments of the defen­ 
dants that a crime has not 
begun so long as the defen 
dants have a chance to change 
their minds. 
Despite the appeal, Arcaro 
said the government decided 
to attempt to reinstitute the 
charges here because of a new 
law that require cases to be 
tried in six months, or deten 
dants are to be freed without 
bail. 
“ I would expect that this 
case would move quite rapidly 
once the grand jury decides 
because of the speedy trial 
questions," Arcaro said 
But 
he added, "We don't feel we 


want to limit the scope of the 
grand jury investigation," 
Arcaro said he expects that 
the grand jury probe “ will last 
a few weeks."

H E M P S TE A D (U PI) — Never was the 
selection of a head coach more simple. 
Walt Michaels was simply everybody’s 
choice to become the coach of the New 
York Jets. 


"It was a strange selection of a head 
coach," said Jets’ General Manager A1 
Ward Tuesday after naming the 47-year- 
old Michaels the team’s seventh head 
coach. “ It was as much an election as a 
selection. And I’m not just talking about 
the board of directors, but also the 
players, the people in the organization, 
the media and the fans. There is no 
question that he was a nearly unanimous 
choice.” 


Thus Michaels, the Jets’ defensive co­ 
ordinator last season, achieved the posi­ 
tion he had sought twice before without 
success. He succeeds Lou Holtz, who 
resigned one week before the season 
ended to accept the head coaching posi­ 
tion at the University of Arkansas. 


Michaels, an assistant coach with the 
Jets from 1963 through 1972, takes over 
a team that suffered its second straight 3- 
11 season. He becomes the team’s fifth 
head coach in the past two seasons, 
although two of his predecessors (Ken 
Shipp and Mike Holovak) handled the 
position on an interim basis. 


The Jets signed Michaels to a three- 
year contract estimated to be worth about 
$60,000 a year. They also gave Ward a 
new three-year contract and expanded his 
duties to include the overall operation of 
the team. In a third move, the club’s 
board of directors appointed Leon Hess as 
acting president, succeeding Phil Iselin, 
who died last Tuesday. 


"I accept the challenge of being head 
coach and expect our staff and players to 
be 
equally 
prepared 
for 
the 
task," 
Michaels said at a press conference at the 
Jets’ training complex at Hofstra Univer­ 
sity. " I ’ve known the owners a long time. 


They know what it takes to produce a 
winner and they are with A1 Ward and me 
in this challenge." 


Ward said he had about 41) hours of 
discussion with Michaels about the job 
and did not talk to any other candidates. 
The annoucement was delayed by Iselin’s 
death last week, Ward added. 


"I will have to sit down and evaluate 
our people and see what our needs will be 
for next year,” Michaels said. “ The top 
priority now is for me to find good 
assistants. We’ll do what is necessary to 
turn this thing around." 


Michaels twice was passed over for the 
Jets' head coaching position when many 
thought he deserved the job. Charley 
Winner, son in-law of former Jet Coach 
Weeb Ewbank, was named following the 
1972 season, prompting Michaels to re­ 
sign and accept an assistant coaching 
position with the Philadelphia Eagles.

Liz Ullman, a coordinator 
for the A IA W , said the str­ 
ingent recruiting regulations 
were passed to keep athletic 
policies in line with educa­ 
tional aims and to keep fledg­ 
ing women’s sports programs 
from becoming like men’s pro­ 
grams 
— 
“ a 
business 
en­ 
terprise.” 
The A IA W is the women’s 
equivalent of the N C A A, the 
governing body of men’s col­ 
legiate sports. 
Supporters of the recruiting 
rule changes said women ath­ 
letes would be able to choose 
colleges with a minimum of 
pressure. 
Regulations had permitted 
individual coaches to travel 
and recruit at their own ex­ 
pense. In men’s sports, most 
recruiting is funded. 
Several 
athletic 
directors 


said th e re cru itm e n t by 
coaches on their own time and 
with their own money might 
be in violation of federal equal 
pay laws. 
The rule changes are aimed 
at forcing athletic staff to dis­ 
cuss programs with prospects 
as part of routine business. 
The rules do not prohibit m ail­ 
ing literature or video tapes. 
Telephone calls and on-cam- 
pus interviews with visits paid 
by prospects would also be 
permitted. 
College coaches are allowed 
to watch athletic contests but 
they cannot initiate contact 
with prospective athletes. 
The delegates voted against 
a plan to allow on campus 
tryouts at student expense as 
discriminatory to poor stu­ 
dents. 
Also, Letters of intent or 
scholarship forms must be sent 
to students’ homes and cannot 
be signed on campus. 
Opponents of the strict re­ 
cruiting 
said 
the 
changes 
would violate Health Educa­ 
tion and Welfare Department 
Title IX guidelines requiring 
equal support for men’s and 
women’s athletic programs. 
But backers of the changes 
said federal guidelines permit 
differences in recruiting.

to d ry clean ers 


“ Strange thinga are done ‘neath the mid 
night aun, wrote Poet Robert Service when 
he told the tale of Sam McGee and his 
unfortunate demise. Even stranger things 
are told to, and asked of, dry cleaners around 
the 
country 
by the populace bringing 
clothing to be cleaned. 
In the city of Chicago, people don’t always 
think their requests through. One dry clean­ 
ing establishment close to the city's wealthy 
Gold Coast reported that a male customer 
came in brightly one morning with a suit he 
wanted to have dyed brown. The clerk 
making out the ticket didn’t even blink when 
the man added, “ I’d like white pin stripes 
on it, too, about an inch apart." 
Fashion experts at Gleneagles, manufac­ 
turers of quality weatherwear and sports­ 
wear, asked dry cleaners about some of their 
strange requests. Though difficult to believe, 
all are true and all happened within recent 
memory of personnel at the dry cleaners. 
A woman who operates a dry cleaning shop 
and plant in Massachusetts never ceases to 
be amazed at the number of people, mostly 
men, who remind her to be sure to clean the 
inside, the lining. She laughs at the thought 
of trying to clean only the outside of a 
garment. 
The same cleaner told of an elderly woman 
who found her receipt for a fur coat which 
her cleaners had in storage for her for nine 
years. When she finally claimed the coat, she 
insisted that someone had worn it. The dry 
cleaner tried to explain, to no avail, that the 
coat had been locked in the vault all that 
time.

Often a dry cleaning shop will have a night 
’’drop" for the convenience of its customers. 
Any time of day or night' people leave their 
garments to be cleaned. One such dry 
cleaners in Oklahoma found a leather coat 
one morning with the customer’s name and 
address and a note which read simply, "The 
spot is from sitting on a pizza." 
In California, things are about the same as 
they are everywhere else. A top quality 
cleaners in San Francisco said that many of 
the items that are funny to him are really 
rather tragic. For the sake of humor, he adds 
signs of his own which provoke smiles. “ Drop 
your pants here," commands one sign of 
potential customers. Another, advertising 
their 
pressing 
service, 
suggests, 
“ Your 
clothes pressed while you hide your hide." . 


The cleaners in the City by the Bay 
suggests that people bring spotted clothing 
to the cleaners, telling the clerk just what the 
spot is. This, he said, will result in better 
cleaning than if a customer tries to rectify 
the spots at home. He recalled when people 
covered ink spots with buttermilk 
Cus­ 
tomers must have read it somewhere. The 
buttermilk, he said, was even harder to 
remove than the ink. 
A few hundred miles to the south, a Los 
Angeles dry cleaner has had very funny 
requests! He will never understand a very 
wealthy customer who has his shirts laun­ 
dered and folded but never ironed. In order 
to save a few cents, he wears wrinkled shirts. 
Even stranger was the woman who was set 
to go to a party and found the zipper in her 
dress had been broken in the dry cleaning. 
She insisted that her dry cleaner sew the 
dress on her so she could wear it to the party, 
even though she had many other designer 
dresses. Her date’ dressed in a tuxedo, stood 
by and watched the sewing operation. 
A shop in Pennsylvania received a garment 
for cleaning with the comment, “ Must have 
got the spot in the church pew (from some­ 
one who looked like he never was in it)." 
Another cleaner was told that an oyster 
slipped out on the suit that night. 
People often give unusual reasons for 
stains such as the man who claimed that the 
stain in his suit came from the back of a tail 
pipe. If possible, the cleaners suggested, 
people would do their cleaners and them­ 
selves a favor by watching where they lean 
(if possible, avoiding dingy walls), not trying 
to remove stains themselves and taking the 
garment to the cleaners as quickly as pos­ 
sible. “ Show and tell” helps in this case as 
the cleaners have an easier time if they know 
about the spot they're trying to erase. 
Many customers think they know the 
cleaning business but, for some unknown 
reason, they don’t think the industry has 
undergone changes or enjoyed advance­ 
ments. One who thought he knew something 
told his neighborhood cleaners slyly, “ Let 
me know what day they change the naphtha, 
and 
I’ll bring my suit in.” 
That statement might have been sensible 
50 years ago but surely not today. Now, 
everything is cleaji, and any day ¿9 a good 
day to patronize a quality dry cleaner. Often 
they will clean unusual possessions (one 
cleaners said that many bear rugs were 
brought to him for cleaning), make repairs 
and alter garments to fit. If their customers 
would help the dry cleaners, they, in turn, 
would reap the rewards. 
Strange things are done, even to the hard­ 
working, understanding and helpful dry 
cleaners.

Tax Cut 


ALBANY, N.Y.(UPI) - Gov Hugh 


Carey today proposed a $200 million tax 
cut and the contraction and reorganiza- 
tion of state government, calling both 
vital to the state's'economic future. 


The recommendations in the governor's 


annual State of the, State message to the 
legislature came less than a month after 
he announced that^the state faced a "$1 
billion budget problem." The proposals 
marked a dramatic turn from the gloomy 
economic terms he had used in his 1975 
and 1976 messages. 


His call for a tax cut stripped the 


Republican legislators of the fcx issue as 
a weapon to use against him in the 
coming' lawmakmg session and in his 
hkel> 1978 re-election campaign. 


Keying the broad economic develop- 


ment plan outlined by Carey was a 
proposal that the voters be asked neat fall 
to approve $750 million in state borrowing 
for capital construction 
projects that 


would create thousands of jobs. 


Carey's message failed to touch on 


several issues which were expected to be 
in the forefront of the 1977 legislative 
session. Among them were details of how 
he would deal with the "$1 billion budget 
problem," which only weeks earlier he 
had warned would require significant 
cutbacks in state funding for education, 
welfare, and aid to localities. 


It represented a continuation of his 


administration's efforts to trim down the 
size of the government 
bureaucracy, 


which began in 1975 with the announce- 
ment of a freeze on state hiring that to 
date has reduced the state's 184,000-man 
workforce by 10,700 persons. 


However, the governor did not offer an 


explanation of whether the continued 
"contraction" of the state bureaucracy 
would mean additional layoffs. 


Carey promised that the state budget 


he would present to the legislature Jan. 
18 "will reflect the twin commitments of 
reducing both the size of government and 
its obligations while bringing tax relief 
and economic hope." 


"For this commitment to be fulfilled," 


the governor said, "we must acknowledge 
that our resources are still restricted, our 


actions are being observed and judged at 
higher levels of government, and our 
economic future is literally on the line " 


He proposed that the state adopt "a 


multi-year perspective" and said he 
would ask lawmakers to establish "a 
panel on the future of government in New 
York" which would "assist us as we chart 
the new direction of a costconscious gov- 
ernment .." 


A summary of major lecommendations- 
TAXES: Allow the 2 5 per cent income 


tax surcharge to expire March 31st, plus 
creation of a $100 million tax reduction 
for middle and lower income taxpayers. 
Adoption of his overall plan would permit 
future tax reductions for businesses and 
industry. 


REORGANIZATION: Split up the 


massive Department of Mental Hygiene 
into three agencies for mental health, 
retardation and alcohol and drug abuse. 
Overhaul a number of smaller agencies 
and boards 


CRIMINAL JUSTICE: Tougher re- 


strictions on handguns, increasing man- 
datory sentences for violent offenders, 
pushing for voter approval this fall of 
court reform amendments calling for 
elimination of election of high court 
judges and new disciplinary and adminis- 
tration procedures 


ECONOMY: Ask the voters to approve 


a $750 million bond issue this fall for 
public works projects, accelerate capital

Anti Nuke Sentiment Runs Nearly 4-1

HUDSON — Sentiment at the in- 


itial public hearing on a proposed 
Cementon nuclear power plant ran 
nearly 4-1 against the facility, but still 
unclear at the end of the marathon 
session Tuesday .was whether the un- 
sworn testimony would have any effect 
on the final decision. 


Midway through 8'/> hours of testi- 


mony from 117 speakers, a staff mem- 
ber of the Nuclear Regulatory Com- 
mission confided to reporters that 
most of the arguments presented at the 
joint federal-state hearing were on 
general nuclear power issues that al- 
ready have been settled on the federal 
level. 


Opponents argued chiefly that nu- 


clear plant operation is unsafe and 
that radioactive waste can't be effec- 
tively eliminated. However, several 
acknowledged that those arguments 
wouldn't have much weight as the 
hearing process turns to months of 
specifics and technicalities. 


The hearing officers face the throng. 


Near Record Crowd Turned Out 
For Last Chance to Be Heard 


HUDSON — A joint federal-state 


hearing Tuesday on a proposal to build 
a nuclear plant in Cementon was the 
last chance for the general public to air 
its views — but only the first round in 
months or years of technical argu- 
ments 


Now that the hearings turn to sworn 


testimony and 
technical evidence, 


most of the spectators will "thin out 
after two or three more sessions," a 
spokesman for the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission said. 


However, nearly 100 so-called "full" 


mtervenors will continue to partici- 
pate in the hearings as the joint ses- 
sions of the NRC and state siting 
board stretch through the months, 


possibly as long as mid-1977. 


Then the hearings split into separate 


affairs where the state continues to 
ponder the environmental com- 
patibility of N.Y State Power 
Authority's proposal to build the 
1,200-megawatt Cementon plant. 


The NRC hearings on the federal 


level go into an even longer chain of 
construction permit reviews, environ- 
mental statements, safety reviews and 
hearings, and then another set of pro- 
cedures on an operating license — all 
amounting to several years of testi- 
mony and argument. 


NYSPA has said it needs state and 


federal approval sometime in 1978 to 
get the plant operating by 1984. 


"All the significant issues are auto- 


matically excluded from this hearing," 
said Joel Kobran of Kingston, repre- 
senting the Environmental Task Force 
of Ulster County, one of dozens of 
opponent groups sitting through the 
daylong hearing at Columbia-Greene 
Community College 


Support 
for the 
1,200-megawatt 


plant, which the N Y. State Power 
Authority proposes to build on 270 
acres 
of rural-industrial land in 


Cementon, came chiefly from labor 
unions and employer groups, who 
argued for area economic benefits and 
for national power security against 
further foreign oil embargoes 


"Congress has said that nuclear 


power plants are okay, if they can be 
built within certain parameters," said 
Frederic J. Coufal, chairman of the 
NRC licensing board, who shared pre- 
siding examiner's duties with Edward 
D Cohen of the state Board on Elec- 
tric Generation Siting and the En- 
vironment. 


While there are federal regulations 


on permissible levels of radioactive 
leakage from, nuclear plants, oppo- 
nents argued that no level of radiation 
would be acceptable to them 


Should nuclear construction be per- 


mitted at Cementon, "there are an 
awful lot of us willing to put our bodies 
on the line," said Martin S Carey of 
Willow, a member of Woodstock Nu- 
clear Opponents 


In a written statement of support, 


former U S Labor Secretary Peter J. 
Brennan called for an end to "pipe 
dreams" about alternate energy 
sources and said nuclear opponents are 
"hurting New York's economy and 
potential for new jobs and a secure 
energy supply. 


NYSPA, which now operates two 


nuclear plants, one at Indian Point 
south of Newburgh, said construction 
of the Cementon plant would employ 
2,100 workers and create a S168 million 
payroll before it went on line in 1984 
Then there would be 206 permanent 
jobs and an annual payroll of $4.4 
million, NYSPA said 


The quasi-public utility wouldn't 


pay taxes on its property, although an 
estimated $150,000 a year.would go to 
local government in lieu of taxes,

Taxpayers to Get Bill

WOODSTOCK— Ulster County Has 


unexpectedly 
closed 
the 
books 
on 


Woodstock's welfare recipients, prompt- 
ing a hasty move by the town board last 
night to return them temporarily to the 
local rolls. 


Taken by surprise with a notice Tues- 


day afternoon that the county Social 
Services Department would no longer 
pick up Woodstock's home relief tab, the 
board agreed last night to temporarily 
reopen the local welfare office, reappoint- 
mg supervisor Val Cadden to act as 
welfare officer. But the board pointed out 
that it might decide to shut down again, 
if "some other possible action" appears 
feasible. 


Woodstock closed its office in Novem- 


ber 1975, and the county has paid reci- 
pients since that time. But the county 


this week began billing Woodstock prop- 
erty owners for some $38,000 in costs 
involved through a special chargeback.

Now, however, with the county's wel- 


fare doors also closed, board members felt 
they had only three options:

to all others. 


•Refuse to open its office and refuse 


payment to anyone. 


That the town chose the Pint option was 


based in part on the reaction to the 
problem of the large crowd attending the 
meeting. Several people argued that it 


would be unethical, illegal and morally 
incorrect not to assume payment, or to 
arbitrarily strike recipients off the rolls. 


"We can't make currently legitimized, 


innocent people suffer," insisted poet- 
playwright Alfie Robinson. Others agreed 
with him. Recipients now being turned 
away from the county's doors were "vic- 
tims," they said, who shouldn't be left 
"cold and starving in the middle of 
winter." Some criticized the board for not 
making any contingency plans for just 
such possible county action. 


Others argued that if the town refused 


to care for recipients, private or com- 
munity efforts would have to be mounted 
to set up relief stations in churches or 
town-owned buildings to feed and house 
welfare cases. Some residents, recalling

The money 
will be paid for only three months since 
the !>tate will begin assuming local judi- 
cial costs on April 1st. As City Court 
Judge, Richter receives $9,368. 


In casting no votes, Aldermen Clarence 


Raichle, R-Ward 1 and Joseph Markle.R- 
Ward 3, both said that Richter should he 
made to pay back the money he receives 


from city taxpayers while he is not per- 
forming any service. Markle prefaced his 
vote by saying that taxpayers, facing 
cutbacks in police and fire service, should 
not be asked to pay a judge "who goes and 
gets himself suspended " 


Corporation Council Andrew Gilday, in 


response to a question from Markle, said 
that Richter would not be required to pay 
back any money if he should be found 
guilty of the charges of "intemperate, 
injudicious and abusive acts" leveled 
against him by the State Commission on 
Judicial Conduct.

KINGSTON - The na- 


tional consumer kettle may be 
boiling over about the upward 
climb of coffee prices, but local 
shoppers seem more or less 
resigned to paying up for their 
morning cup or two. 


The better part of 20 or so 


persons putting coffee in their 
supermarket shopping carts 
Tuesday said they were defi- 
nitely 
disgruntled 
by 
the 


creeping coffee hike, but only 
two were contemplating 
a 


complete boycott of America's 
national beverage. 


The rest said they would still 


buy some coffee, even if the 
price went" up to $3 a pound, 
as the wholesale marketers 
now say it will. 


"Oh,I'll buy it, but I won't 


drink as much of it," said Mrs. 
G r a n t 
G i l i i n g e r of 


Chichester. "Some tea will 
take the place of a few of those 
cups of coffee." Mrs. Gilsinger 
said she now buys a pound to 
a pound and a half of coffee 
each week. 


Andrew Campbell of King- 


ston says he sticks to instant

coffee and will limit himself to 
two cups a day, but he's not 
going to give it up completely. 


Area supermarkets report 


that coffee sales have not de- 
clined during the put month 
or so, but Grand Union grocery 
manager Jeff Sheldon 
speculated that was probably 
because of increased holiday 
entertaining."

Waldbaums added his opinion 
that shoppers were intelligent 
enough to make their own de- 
cisions and anticipated that as 
coffee prices rose, sales would 
fall. 


"We have coffee on sale this 


week at $1.99," said the man- 
ager, who declined to be in- 
dentified. "We'll sell more 
than usual, but we're trying to 
hold the line, we're not making 
any money on coffee, and 
sometimes I'm even selling it 
for less than I pay for it whole-* 
sale." 


Coffee prices in the area run 


anywhere from $1.89 on sale to 
$2.59 for specialized 
brews 


such as Sanka or Medaglio 


D'Oro, but the average cost of 
a pound of ground coffee is 
$2.09. 


In recent weeks, major coffee 


companies, including Folger, 
have announced that their 
prices would go up to $3.09 a 
pound because of the early 
frost in Brazil which wiped out 
a large part of that South 
American country's coffee 
bean crop. 


At A&P, where whole coffee 


beans can still be ground to 
order at the store's checkout 
counter, the scent of fresh 
roasted beans still fills the air, 
but shoppers seemed scarce on 
the coffee aisle. 


Mrs. Carl Kaminiky of 


Woodstock said she had drawn 
the line at $2 a pound, as she 
searched the shelves for the 
A&P brand on sale this week 
with a special coupon offer. 


"Yes! I'm a coffee drinker, 


she added, emphatically, but 
I'll switch to tea if the price 
goes any higher...but then I 
expect they'll raise the price of 
that, too."

Brazilian Growers Grew Rich Last Year 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil 


(UPI) 
— Brazilian 
coffee 


growers earned record profits 
last year and apparently are 
unconcerned over American 
attempts to fight high prices 
with a boycott. 
. The Brazilian Coffee In- 
stitute was expected to release 
official figures for 1976 in a few 
days and sources told UPI 
Tuesday the year's gross sales 
will be in excess of $2.3 billion. 


This is more than double the 


$900 million gross export sales 


of 1975 and $1 billion more 
than Brazil's previous record 
of $1.243 billion in 1973. 


Attempts at launching a cof- 


fee boycott to push down the 
current price in the United 
States of nearly $3 a pound 
have been spearheaded by 
New York City's consumer af- 
fairs commissioner. 


A spokesman said Coffee In- 


stitute President Camilo 
Calazans had confided to a 
small group that attempts at 
boycotting 
Brazilian 
coffee 


"could be good for Brazil." 


The spokesman 
said 


Calazans told the group: "The 
fact is the Brazilian govern- 
ment isn't interested in having 
Brazil continue being respon- 
sible for the largest part of 
international coffee demand. 
We cannot continue exporting 
or we will exhaust our stocks in 
a few months." 


The Brazilian boom is being

ceives for a 132-pound sack has 
gone up from $33 to S44 to $200

McHugh Favors More Public Works Funds 


WASHINGTON—Con- 


gressman Matthew F. 
McHugh indicated today that 
he would support legislation 
for additional public works 
funding. At the same time, he 
expressed strong--«oncern over 
the manner in which Title I of 
the Public Works Em- 
ployment Act of 1976 was im- 
plemented by the Economic 
Development Administration. 


"Some form of additional 


legislation is clearly justified," 
McHugh said. "There are 
many good projects that have 
not been funded and un- 


employment is still much too 
high, pn the other hand, we 
must be sure that any new 
legislation enacted by Con- 
gress provides for a fair dis- 
tribution of funds, with those 
areas (fpf highest unemploy- 
ment receiving priority." 


"A number of fine projects in 


district were funded," 
McHugh said. "However, I am 
disturbed by the fact that 
many communities with high 
levels of unemployment re- 
ceived no funds whatsoever 
under Title I of the first public 
works legislation. For exam- 


ple, Sullivan and Ulster Coun- 
ties, areas with extremely high 
levels of unemployment within 
my own district, received no 
Title I funds, and I know that 
this problem is not peculiar to 
my district."

Title I provides $2.3 billion 


in Federal funds in states and 
localities for public works pro- 
jects that could be started 
quickly and that would have 
an immediate impact on high 
unemployment. The projects 
will be 100 per cent Federally 
funded. 


"We need to know how and 


why this distribution of funds 
occurred," McHugh said, 
"and I believe that the GAO 
(General 
Accouting 
Office) 


can perform a thorough and 
competent assessment." The 
GAO is^ocated within the leg- 
islative branch of government, 
and is charged with the re- 
sponsibility 
of determining 


whether programs are being 
implemented in accordance 
with Congressional intent. 


"I believe the study will help 


clear the air," McHugh ob- 
served, "and I am hopeful that 
the findings of the GAO will be

Frank Borman, but perhaps to 


insist on his own views in some 
cases. 


One of the major issues in- 


volves the fate of members of 
this year's graduating class 
who so far have resigned or 
been expelled as a result of 
widespread collaboration last 
year on a take-home elec- 
tronics exam, as well as others 
who 
were 
implicated 
and 


whose cases are still in process. 


Another issue is whether the 


code, which states that "A 
cadet will not lie, cheat or 
steal, nor tolerate those who 
do," should permit lesser pen- 


alties that the present dis- 
missal for minor offenses. 


Hoffman's view has been 


that cadets found guilty in the 
current scandal should be al- 
lowed to apply for readmission 
to the academy next year, 
while the Borman panel's rec- 
ommendation was that those 
dismissed so far should be re- 
instated as quickly as possible 
and investigations of others 
implicated be halted now.

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Hundreds of Thousands More Injured 
Chinese Quake Killed at Least 655,237 
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HONG KONG(UPI) - The 


strongest earthquake recorded 
in the world in more than a 
dozen years killed at least 
655,237 persons and injured 
more than 779,000 when it 
struck northern China last 
summer, according to a report 
attributed to Chinese leaders 
in the affected province. 


The July 28 temblor was 


centered at Tangshan, about 
100 miles southeast of Peking, 
and was one of six major earth- 
quakes to hit China during 
1970. 


If the figures on the 


•Tangshan quake are correct, it 
would be the second deadliest 
in history. It also could mean 
that a million or more persons 
may have died in all the 
quakes in China last year. 


Chinese officials have not 


made public any precise fig- 
ures on casualties and proper- 
ty damage in any-of the six 
quakes. 


But many official reports 


have said losses were "ex- 
tremely serious." 


The report giving the casual- 


ty figures was issued by the 
Hopeh Provincial .Committee 
of the party and the Hopeh 
Revolutionary Committee last 
Aug. 6, according to Na- 
tionalist Chinese sources who 
obtained a text and made it 
available. 


Intelligence sources familiar 


with such documents said they 
had no reason to doubt its 
authenticity. 


"According to preliminary 


statistics," the report said, "in 
such seriously stricken areas 
as Tangshan 
municipality, 


and Fengnan and Feng-yung, 
there were 655,237 .persons 
dead. Some 79,000 persons 
were seriously injured and un- 
der emergency treatment, and 
some 700,000 persons suffered 
various degrees of injuries. 


"In other stricken areas, the 


number of dead and injured 
was comparatively smaller," 
the report said. 


Communist Party Chairman 


Hua Kuo-t'eng, in a major poli- 
cy speech delivered in late 
December, also spoke of grave 
losses and said the Tangshan 
quake "inflicted a loss of lives 
and property that is rarely 
seen in history." 


The Tangshan quake regis- 


tered 8.3 on the Richter scale, 
making it the most severe re- 


Quake Set Deadly Record 


The death toll of 655,237 in northern China's earthquake last 


July 28, which Nationalist Chinese sources say has been 
reported by provincial officials in China, would make it the 
second deadliest in recorded history.

"dramatize the situation and give other 
towns a moral route to emulate." 


Still, there was some minority reaction 


that the town would bankrupt itself if it 
re-shouldered the welfare burden. And 
others felt Woodstock would prejudice 
and jeopardize its current lawsuit against, 
the county by even a temporary reopening 
of its office. 


But the strong undercurrent that sur- 


faced through the crowd was that emer- 
gency aid was now necessary because of 
the county's refusal to pay. "It's a dif- 
ferent ball game if nobody accepts the 
responsibility of payment," said coun- 
cilwoman Jane Van De Bogart, "and 
interim relief must be provided." 


The concensus of most present was that 


it would be "unthinkable from an ethical 
point of view" not to reopen the Woods- 
tock office. And, for the board to decide 
on its own who could and could not be 
eligible for payments was equally unac- 
ceptable to most present. While the board 
has made clear it would hope to eliminate 
students, transients, and those with med- 
ical excuses that prohibit them from 
working from the rolls, several residents 
insisted such action would leave the town 
open to lawsuits by the state, county, and 
individual recipients themselves. 


The board had indicated a stro.ig desire 


not to vote on either option last night. 
The matter, members felt, was "too seri- 
ous" to act on, on such short notice. 


But, in the face of public reaction that 


the town had no alternative , legally and 
morally, but to take care of its own— and 
with the insistence by many that tax- 
payers had a "right" to observe the 
board's deliberations in the matter, if not 
to participate in its vote on final options, 
the board opted for an on-the-spot de- 
cision. 


The local welfare office was reopened 


this morning. But the board could re- 
vamp its strategy almost immediately 
and close the office again within a few 
days, if the majority of members opt to 
continue 
their 
commitment 
against 


payments. 


The office was closed originallj to pro- 


test abuses in the system and as a 
meansto fight for reforms. Said Mrs. 
Cadden, "We've been fighting this battle 
for more than a year, and our final 
decision will, in essence, be a reform bill. 
We need time to discuss the eventual 


strategies involved with counsel, and to 
divulge information in public on tliuM' 
strategies which might hurt our current 
lawsuit." 


The board will meet again with its 


attorney in executive session on the mat- 
ter, and will hold another special, public 
meeting Thursday night to reconsider 
options. Whether it will continue to keep 
its welfare office open for temporary relief 
or close it down again will be decided at 
that time. 


"We're still trying to figure out the best 


way for the town," said Mrs. Cudden, 
"and we're not ready to decide on a 
situation so complicated. 


To date, the county has authorized 


payments to only 12 recipients, but Mrs. 
Cadden expects additional authorizations 
this week. Woodstock currently has more 
than 40 people on its rolls, which could 
mean expenditures in January alone of 
some $8,000. 


And, once again, the supervisor pointed 


out that many of those are in their mid- 
20s, have medical excuses, and have lived 
in Woodstock for only a few months 


Woodstock, however, is not alone in its 


problem. Ulster Coun'y Social Services 
Commissioner Bernhardt Kramer has ad- 
vised all town supervisors that the county 
is closing out all town home relief cases 
everywhere. That poses similar situations 
in

notably in 


Saugerties, where more than 3100,000 in 
proposed welfare funds were deleted from 
the 1977 budget.

Job Loss Begins Welfare Woe 


Dear Editor. 


I have been born and raised in this 


" area. I have held jobs, collected un- 
employment insurance, even public 
assistance here. Recently, I lost my 
job. I applied for public assistance. 


- The following paragraph was taken 


verbatim from the letter I received 
about my case decision. 


Your application has been denied 


for the following reasons: 


Wage clearance from your em- 


ployer indicates that you lost your 
last position due to your own negli- 
gence, therefore we are denying 
your case as per DSS reg 385.6 and 
sanctioning you for 75 days begin- 
ning 11-24-76 (DSS reg 385.7). In 
the mean time your needs may be 
met at the Ulster County Home. 


I have a home and I refuse to be 


uprooted! I do not pay a large amount 
of rent, nor do I run up unnecessary 
medical bills, of-course I have to eat 
to live. As I mentioned earlier, I have 
received assistance before, so I know 
living on public assistance is a hassle. 
You pay for every check you get with 
the mental anguish of trying to live on 
the meager sum they allot you. But I 
do not have a job and I would like to 
continue living. 


In order to live, I will have to obtain 


affadavits from people who had spoken 
with my employer about my being 
fired. Presently, I am dealing with 
Mid-Hudson Valley legal services at 
286 Wall St. We'll end up in court for 
a fair hearing regarding my case. Right 
now I am ineligible for unemployment 
insurance and might have to deal with 
the courts concerning it, also. After 
contacting the aforementioned legal 


services and literally starving for over 
a week, I was able to obtain food 
stamps. I need medical attention and 
I have no funds for this. 


If I had a child, or was expecting a 


child, I would be receiving public 
assistance today. Unfortunately I am 
a 21-year-old, white, single woman 
who made a mistake at her job, was 
fired and is being denied help from her 
community. The very community I 
was brought up to respect! I don't 
know how I can respect a community 
where there is no concern for PEO- 
PLE!!! The Ulster County Depart- 
ment of Social Services disgusts me 
with its lack of concern and air of 
indifference. 


Funds are exhausted. Civil service 


workers are unsatisfied with their pay 
and benefits. I can understand a reluc- 
tance to spend more money. I applaud 
the crack-down on welfare fraud and 
worthwhile efforts to cease unneces- 
sary spending. 


VVith my low rent and food stamps, 


the county would be saving money by 
maintaining me in my own home, 
rather than at the county home. It 
puzzles me that our social services 
system would spend so foolishly when 
they're in their present condition. 


This is why there is no money to help 


those who really need it!!! This is why 


• I must struggle through our court 
system while searching for a job. It 
isn't easy. I have no car or money for 
buses and cabs. I must walk every- 
where and as I stated earlier, I need 
medical attention. This is our friendly, 
supportive community/government 
and I'm ashamed to be part of it!!

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The Econo~Crime Capers 


WASHINGTON - The varieties of eco- 


nomic crimes and our ways of catching 
the transgressors are wonderful, bewilder- 
ing and long past rational understanding. 
Take the case of the University of Minne- 
sota versus the National Collegiate Ath- 
letic Association. A federal court has 
granted the university an injunction stop- 
ping the NCAA from suspending the 
university teams from post-season play 
and lucrative televising of its games. 


What did the university do? It refused 


• to suspend three players who are alleged 
to have sold basketball tickets at a higher 
price than the one printed on them. This 
is the heinous crime of scalping, only it 
isn't so heinous when businessmen do it 
and instead of selling tickets they're 
selling wheat. Then it's called buying low 
and selling high, and if you're very suc- 
cessful at it everybody will call you 
Mister, idiot journalists will interview 
you about topics on which you are even 
more ignorant than they, and Jimmy 
Carter may appoint you Secretary of the 
Treasury. 


Nevertheless, ticket scalping is almost 


universally frowned on and is illegal in 
most places. Legislators and prosecutors 
who spend their idle hours denouncing 
price controls on steel or hogs or molyb- 
denum will go out and try to put people 
in jail to enforce price controls on tickets 
of all unlikely things. As for the NCAA, 
if that organization were not erroneously 
connected with higher education in the 
public's mind, its efforts to control the 
wages of professional athletes playing for 
schools would be a clear violation of the 
Clayton Act. As it is, we all write articles 
applauding the NCAA for working so 
hard to keep the standards up. What 
standards? What's up? 


Another econo-crime is shylocking or 


loansharking. Again, people who swear by 
laissez-faire enthusiastically approve ol 
putting people in jail for breaking the 
price-control laws by charging high in- 
terest rates. Like the price of tickets, the 
price of money ought to be governmental- 
ly administered even when the price for 
nothing else is. 


You can't anticipate what will and 


what won't be regarded as an econo- 
cnme. Take the recent case of Matthew 
Feldman, the president of the New Jersey 
State Senate. The luckless Feldman 
pleaded guilty to the crime of commercial 
bribery. Specifically he admitted he had 
agreed to pay the representative of a 
restaurant chain 2 5 per cent of $240,000 
worth of business that Mr. Feldman's 
family-owned liquor company had antici- 
pated getting Why this should be a 
federal misdemeanor surpasses under- 
standing. Mr. Feldman's customer may 
have a beef with its own employe if he 
pocketed the 2.5 per cent discount instead 
of passing it on to the management. It's 
not clear that's what happened but, if it 
did, why should it be against the law? 
Purchasing agents do take money under 
the table from suppliers all the time and 
their bosses have a satisfactory remedy. 
They can sue them to get the money back. 
In any event Mr. Feldman finds his name 
linked with the word bribery in the 
headlines and his political career in 


jeopardy because he offered a rebate or a 
discount to the wrong person at the wrong 
time. 


The most important econo-crime case 


of the year was the sentencing in Chicago 
Federal court the other day of 47 
cardboard box industry executives to 
prison terms and fines. This is unheard 
of. The last time a businessman found 
guilty of breaking the anti-trust laws was 
sentenced to pull some time was in 1960 
The heaviest punishment handed out by 
Judge James Parsons was only 60 days 
and a $35,000 fine to R. Harper Brown, 
president of the Container Corporation of 
America, the people who've specialized m 
those tasteful institutional ads that fea- 
ture great sayings by pohtica 
philosophers like Alexis de Tocquevilli 
and Aristotle. So much for the idea tha! 


when you leam knowledge you gam vir- 
tue. If your kid-goes to Harvard he maj 
know a lot, but they can't make a law 
abiding citizen out of him. 


The executives aren't going to do very 


hard time. The judge has said they can 
go to their offices during the week and gc 
to jail on their weekends. That may ruin 
a certain number of golf games but even 
that may not come to pass since the judge 
has said he'll hear motions to mitigate 
these already-less^than-onerous sen- 
tences. It happens every time with white- 
collar crime. Even though all the evidence 
we have suggests that jail is indeed 8 
deterrent to white-collar crime, if no 
other, the judge looks down at that 
defendant and he sees himself standing

there awaiting the judgment of doom. 
Still it gives one a yummy feeling just tc 
read that a chap named R. Harper Brown 
has been sent to the cooler. 


In the last session of Congress the 


punishments for criminal violations of the 
anti-trust statutes were beefed up. If you 
believe people like Ronald Reagan and 
Jimmy Carter on how important the free 
market pricing system is to our national 
prosperity, then what these men did was 
very, very serious. By abolishing the free 
market in their industry they helped 
inflation and therefore unemployment 
and so could be .said to have contributed 
to everything bad from crime to spreading 
disease, although whether violating tht 
Sherman Act really has such terrible 
consequences is at least debatable. 


Yet here these men commit the most 


serious of econo-cnmes and get away with 
it. At least a bank-robber, who does far 
less harm to the society, would think he 
got away with it if he only got 60 days. 


Maybe we should concede the judges 


aren't going to. jail businessmen for this 
kind of behavior and make the pun- 
ishment fit the crime. When businessmen 
collude and conspire to fix prices they are 
repudiating their own free market faith 
So perhaps firms convicted of these acts 
should be punished by being placed un- 
der price control, control administered by 
a court-appointed functionary. The func- 
tionary would be instructed to set the 
prices "in the public interest," and that, 
for most executives, would be a fate worse 
than jail.

FDA Ignores 
Sour 
Evidence 


WASHINGTON - The Food and 


Drug Administration is sitting on scien- 
tific evidence that saccharin/ the 
artiticial sweetener used by millions, nay 
cause cancer. 


The evidence is so persuasive that 


many FDA officials are privately alarmed 
at the agency's failure to act. Saccharin 
should be taken off the market, they say, 
because of several tests showing it causes 
malignant tumors in the bladders of 
animals. 


The tests are as conclusive, scientists 


have told us, as the evidence linking 
cyclamates and cancer. Cyclamates have 
been banned from the market. 


Americans consume about five million 


pounds of saccharin each year In diet 
drinks, ice cream and puddings. It is also 
widely used as Coffee and tea sweeteners. 


Yet the FDA has established from its 


own tes.ts that a disturbing number of 
animals developed malignant bladder 
cancer after consuming saccharin. Other 
studies indicated that saccharin caused 
cancer of the uterus in female animals. 


The FDA is supposed to protect the 


public from dangerous foods and drugs. 
Yet the agency won't issue warnings 
against saccharin until more tests have 
been conducted. These will take at least 
until 1978. 


Our sources compare this attitude to 


the FDA's inaction on Red Dye No. 2, 
which the agency left on the market for 
15 years despite evidence that it causes 
birth defects, genetic damage and cancer. 
The dye was finally banned this year. 


The General Accounting Office, after a 


confidential investigation of its own, 
warned the FDA that the continued use 
of saccharin "could expose the public to 
unnecessary risk " Nevertheless, an FDA 
spokesman told our associate Howie 
Kurtz that no action will be taken against 
the sugar substitute until further tests are 
completed 


One possible reason was suggested by a 


top FDA official He conceded that the 
huge commercial sales made the FDA 
reluctant to ban saccharin. In other 
words, the agency appears to be more 
concerned about corporate losses than the 
public health. 


In the case of another artificial sweet- 


ener, called aspartane, test results al- 
legedly were falsified and distorted to get 
_ 


it on the market The FDA at first 
authorized aspartane to be sold to the 
public but withheld it from the market 
after the discrepancies were discovered 


Independent scientific tests showed 


that aspartane caused brain damage in 
animals. The manufacturer, G.D. Searle 
and Company, wants to use the sugar 
substitute in breakfast cereals, puddings, 
beverages, gelatins and chewing gum. 


When some animals died in test experi- 


ments, Searle substituted the blood of 
other animals for the dead ones, in- 
vestigators have alleged. There were also 
significant discrepancies between 
Searle's date and the summaries the 
conpany submtted to the FDA, according 
to the government investigators. One 
pathologists's study, for exanple, was 
allegedly edited to make the findings 
appear more favorable. 


The case against Searle is being re- 


ferred to a grand jury for possible prose- 
cution A spokesman said the company 
strongly disagrees with charges that it 
altered its data but couldn't comment 
directly because the matter is under 
investigation. 


FDA investigators discovered the al- 


leged alterations by examining just a few 
of Searle's files. Yet the agency has now 
turned its investigation over to an inde- 
pendent group of scientists who, in- 
credibly, will be paid by Searle. 


Thus the alleged corporate culprit will 


finance the investigation of itself. "If you 
believe that Searle is going to pay all this 
money and not have some say in the 
results, you're kidding yourself," one an- 
gry FDA official told us 


An FDA spokesman insisted that the 


company would not interfere with an 
objective investigation. But Sen. Gaylord 
Nelson (D.-Wis.) would disagree. Allow- 
ing the drug companies to pay for the 
testing of its own products, he told us, 
leads to unreliable or biased results. 


PIPELINE POSTSCRIPT: The In- 


terior Department is investigating our 
report that the federal official overseeing 
the construction of the Alaska pipeline, 
Andrew Rollins, accepted favors from the 
Morrison-Knudsen construction conbine. 
The company is building a 135-mile seg- 
ment of the pipclir.e. 


Rollins requested the investigation 


himself after we asked him about the 
chartered plane rides, free fishing vaca- 
tions and other favors he had accepted 
from Morrison-Knudsen. 


We have now learned that the House 


subcommittee on Energy and. Power, 
headed by Rep. John Dingell (D.-Mich.), 
encountered considerable flak when its 
investigators inspected the pipeline con- 
struction last summer. 


They questioned federal inspectors 


about the pipeline. But the inspectors' 
superior in the Interior Department, Jack 
Turner, ordered then to write down all the 
questions they were asked and all the 
answers they gave. He demanded that 
these written reports be submitted to his 
office. 


This had an "intimidating effect" on 


the federal inspectors, subcommittee 
sources complained. 


In confidence, some inspectors in- 


formed the subcommittee that Turner 
has frustrated their efforts to make 
pipeline contractors comply with federal 
laws. For example, he rescinded the au- 
thority of the inspectors to halt the work 
if they found a contractor breaking the 
law. 


Footnote: The outspoken Turner ac- ' 


knowledged that he required the inspec- 
tors to take notes on their interviews with 
subcommittee investigators. But he de- 
nied this was a form of intimidation and 
said he had supported the inspector!. 
"The Dingell staff,"-he grumped, "con- 
ducted thenselves in a very un- 
professional and unethical manner."

They figured out how to

Campus Attitudes Are 


Undergoing Change 


The Sixties haven't quite come to an end 


on the college campuses, where the late Mao 
Tse-tung, murderer of millions, is still ac- 
claimed a hero by the radicals. At Princeton, 
they ran ads in the Daily Princetonian in the 
fall praising Chairman Mao and urging 
undergraduates to "live like him... dare to 
struggle... dare to win." 


Regardless of lingering Maoism, however, 


it is no longer a straight-line movement to 
the Left in Academia. Despite "the campus 
disdain for football prowess at Princeton" 
(the quotation is from "Prospect," a publica- 
tion put out by "concerned alumni"), the 
'football players, seeking a return to glory, 
are now saying "to hell with the fans, we'll 
win this for ourselves." While this is a little 
more self-centered than winning it for 
Princeton, at least they aren't,trying to win 
it for Mao. 


Meanwhile, at'Harvard, the dean of the 


faculty 
of Arts 
and Sciences, Henry 


Rosovsky, has been busy with an overhaul of 
the liberal arts program to re-establish a 
structured curriculum, one that will re- 
instate the dread word "required" in certains 
parts of the catalogue. If all goes as Dean 
Rosovsky hopes, no student will be able to 
leave Harvard without an "informed ac- 
quaintance" with "the major religious and 
philosophical conceptions of man" and 
"some of the important scholarly, literary 
and artistic achievements of the past." 
Smorgasbord education which has allowed 
students to pick and choose their courses 
without reference to "a common basis for 
intellectual discourse" is on the way out. 


True enough, there are cross-currents 


besetting the effort to make the student 
acquainted with "other cultures and other 
times." Though Dean Rosovsky argues quite 
convincingly that "it is no longer possible to 
conduct our lives without reference to the 
wider world," the proportion of students 
enrolling in modem languages has been 
steadily falling throughout the country. 
Alphonse Juilland, chairman of the Depart- 
ment of French and Italian at Stanford, says 
the problem will get worse in the next few 
years. With a sharp jibe at his own institu- 
tion he says, "Disparagement of foreign 
language study by Stanford and other uni- 


versities has played a decisive role in reduc- 
ing foreign language study at the secondary 
level... if universities like ours do not care for 
foreign languages, high schools most certain- 
ly will not, either." 


One senses that the coming battle on the 


campuses will center less on traditional Left- 
Right political confrontations and more on 
the Isolationist-Internationalist issue. The 
isolationist has no need for German or 
French. Spanish, maybe, if he lives in those 
sections of the country where the word 
"Hispanic" has its own minority connota- 
tions. 


There was a time, before the development 


of the Intercontinental Ballistic Missile and 
the long-range bomber, when Isolationism 
represented a serious political response. But 
with Soviet nuclear submarines infesting the 
"Atlantic moat" and Cuban mercenaries 
dominating Angola where the building of a 
Soviet naval base is imminent, Isolationism 
is no longer realistically tenable. It is this 
insight that gives Eisenhower College in the 
little upstate community of Seneca Falls, 
New York, a special appeal. There was no 
"general education" at the West Point of 
'Eisenhower's undergraduate days, but Ike's 
experience in World War n and as President 
of the U.S. convinced him of the need for at 
least one college that would make World 
Studies the meat and potatoes of its general 
curriculum. 


The Eisenhower World Studies program 


offers a four-year overview of cultures both 
East and West that becomes paradoxically 
intensive in its attention to detail, beginning 
with ancient times and ending not only with 
modernity but with "future realities and 
Utopia." Along with the general education in 
the origins of peoples and cultures and their 
emergence into the modern world, the Eisen- 
hower curriculum insists on a "concentra- 
tion" that is something more intensive than 
a standard major. And a requirement in a 
"lifetime activities program" in the field of 
physical education must be met. 


Alas for hopes of perfection, Eisenhower 


College offers foreign languages as "an op- 
porunity rather than a requirement." This 
concession to permissiveness strikes one as 
a little odd in a college based on a "world 
oriented curriculum."

Money 
Doctors 
Growing 


NEW YORK (UPI) — You 


still can't look up a money 
doctor under that title in the 
Yellow Pages, but the pro- 
fession is growing — and at- 
tracting young people to its 
ranks. 


Even though it's about a 


decade since the term first 
came into use, and it is widely 
known in business circles, you 
generally hear about a money 
doctor' from one of his "pa- 
tients." In the phone book, 
he's likely listed as a financial 
counselor, a securities dealer 
or a life insurance agent. 


For the uninitiated, a money 


doctor is a skilled generalist 
who handles all his clients' 
money problems the way a 
medical general practitioner 
looks after the family's health. 


"The number of money doc- 


tors keeps increasing," says 
Terence Herzog, partner in 
Elms Capital Management, a 
corporation, which advises 32 
clients with fortunes totaling 
$250 million and manages 
directly portfolios of about $8 
million. 


The other partner is Bruce 


Lipnick, who founded Elms. 
It's a curious linking of two 
externally 
dissimilar young 


men from Brooklyn. 


Lipnick has a couple of uni- 


versity degrees and formerly 
was a teacher. Herzog is a high 
school dropout who enlisted in 
the Navy at 17 and spent some 
a d v e n t u r o u s 
shipboard 


months in the Antarctic in the 
Navy's "Operation Deep- 
freeze." Later he worked in 
Wall Street, first for a cocoa 
bean broker, then for 10 years 
as a securities salesman. 


"We met on the subway 


quite by accident, discovered 
we had similar ideas and de- 
cided to go into business to- 
gether,," Herzog said. 


"We began with one client 


who paid us $1,000 a year to 
manage a $50,000 portfolio," 
said Lipnick. "We first tried 
advising small institutional 
clients and ended up doing a 
lot of work for little money 
before we realized it is the rich 
individual who really needs a 
money doctor."

The first money doctors were 


men with long and wide ex- 
perience who depended for 
:ompensation strictly on the 
fees and commissions they 
earned by handling stock and 
bond trades and tax matters 
for clients. 


Herzog and Lipnick, how- 


ever, operate strictly on pro- 
fessional fees unrelated to in- 
dividual transactions.

Accused of Air Piracy 
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Crotians Go on Trial Upstate 


BUFFALO, N.Y. (UPJ) - 


A federal grand jury in Buffalo 
begins hearing evidence today 
in the case of five Croatian 
nationals accused of hijacking 
a TWA airliner that was en 
route from New York City to 
Chicago last September. 


U.S. District Court Judge 


John R. Bartels dismissed air 
piracy charges in Brooklyn last 
month against the five who 
forced the pilot to fly the plane 
to Paris because the actual 
hijacking 
took 
place over 


Western New York'. 
: 


U.S. Attorney Richard 


Arcaro said Bartels "found no 
venue in New York's Eastern 
District (Brooklyn) as to the 
air piracy counts, so we're al- 
leging that in view of that 
decision the jurisdiction would 
be here." 


Bartels indicated in his de- 


cision that he agreed with the 
government that there were 
strong policy considerations in 
favor 
of the 
government's 


argument that the case should 
be tried in Brooklyn. 


"Unfortunately," 
he said, 


"Congress did not so provide." 


After. Bartels' decision, U.S. 


Attorney David Trager, who 
was handling the case in 
Brooklyn, filed an 18-page 
brief with the Second 
U.S. 


Circuit 
Court 
of Appeals 


charging that the Croatians 
were "judge shopping" by 
trying to get the case moved to 
Buffalo. 


He also said the air piracy 


law says a crime can be prose- 
cuted either in the district in 


: which it is committed or in the 
district where it began. But he 
noted that Bartels accepted 
the arguments of the defen-' 
dants that a. crime has not 
begun so long as the defen- 
dants have a chance to.change 
their minds. 


Despite the appeal, Arcaro 


said the government decided 
to attempt to reinstitute the 
charges here because of a new 
law that require cases to be 
tried in six months, or defen- 
dants are to be freed without 
'bail. 


"I would expect that this • 


case would move quite rapidly 
once the grand jury decides 
because of the speedy trial 
questions," Arcaro said. But 
he added, "We don't feel we 


want to limit the scope of the 
grand jury investigation." 


Arcaro said he expects that 


the grand jury probe "will last 
a few weeks." 


The defendants also face 


murder charges in New York 
City in connection with the 
death of police officer Brian 
Murray, who was killed trying 
to defuse a bomb they alleged- 
ly left behind in Grand Central 


Station. 


Authorities said the device 


was left in a subway parcel 
locker 
by the 
defendants 


before they boarded the flight. 


They are charged with com- 


-mandeering the TWA flight 
with 92 passengers aboard hut 
Sept. 10. After refueling stops 
in Montreal and Iceland, the 
plane flew to Paris where the 
suspects were arrested.

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Soviet Union Reports Record Grain Harvest for Past Year 


MOSCOW (UPD-The So- 


viet Union announced today a 
record harvest of 223.8 million 
tons of grain for 1976. 


Soviet Agriculture Minister 


Mesyats told a news con- 
ference that 1976 was a dif- 
ficult year because of the dis- 
astrous grain crop of the pre- 
vious year. 


"But we had a good crop, 


223.8 (metric) million tons of 
grain, for 1976," Mesyats said. 


The previous record Soviet 


grain crop was set in 1973 
when a total of 222.5 million ' 


metric tons were harvested. 


Asked about prospects for 


1977, the Soviet agriculture 
minister said, "There won't he 
any catastrophes because we 
have a good material base. 


Kverything will be all right." 


The 
agriculture 
minister 


• said the Soviet Union had 
stockpiled enough grain to 
meet its needs for 1977 but 
would keep' its agreement to 


purchase a minimum of six 
million tons of wheat and corn 
annually 
from 
the 
United 


States for the next four years. 


"We have laid in -stock 


enough grain to satisfy all of 


our needs," Mesyats said. 
"However, what has been fore- 
seen by the agreement — - 
we'll take it all." 


The drought-ravaged 1975 


grain crop totaled only about 


138 million metric tons and 
forced ihe Soviets to purchase 
some 14.5 million metric tons 
of grain from the 
United 


States. 
. 


During 1976, the Soviets 


bought approximately 6.6 mil- 
lion metric tons of grain from 
the U.S. 


Mesyats also said the Soviet 


Union harvested 80 million 
.metric tons of potatoes last 


year, falling far short of the 
target of 100 million metric 
tons due to frost damage.

He said the sugar beet 


harvest totaled 85 million 
metric tons.

by her attorneys in the chilly 
courtroom, glared at Gardner 
and became increasingly sol- 
emn as several jurors indicated 
they believed she was guilty of 
felony manslaughter. 


She faces a maximum sen- 


tence of 10 years in prison and 
a 530,000 fine if convicted of 
the manslaughter charge in. 
the shooting' of Sabich last 
March 21 at the mountain 
chalet they shared in Aspen. 


Gardner, a long-time ad- 


mirer of Sabich who frequently 
watched the former World Pro 
Cup winner practice on the 
nearby slopes, was given pre- 
liminary seating after the pros- 
ecution and defense were as- 
sured he could be impartial.

the audience. Sabich, who had 
shared his luxury home with 
the singer and her three chil- • 
dren from her marriage to 
singer Andy Williams, had re- 
portedly asked Miss Longet to 
move out by April.

Michaels Was Everybody's Choice 


HEMPSTEAD (UPI) - Never was the 


selection of a head coach more simple. 
Walt Michaels was simply everybody's 
choice to become the. coach of the New 
York Jets. 


"It was a strange selection of a head 


coach," said Jets' General Manager AI 
Ward Tuesday after naming the 47-year- 
old Michaels the team's seventh head 
coach. "It was as much an election as a 
selection. And I'm not just talking about 
the board of directors, but also the 
players, the people in the organization, 
the media and the fans. There is no 
question that he was a nearly unanimous 
choice." 


Thus Michaels, the Jets' defensive co- 


ordinator last season, achieved the posi- 
tion he had sought twice before without 
success. He succeeds Lou Holtz, who 
resigned one week before the. season 
ended to accept the head coaching posi- 
tion at the University of Arkansas. 


Michaels, an assistant coach with the 


Jets from 1963 through 1972, takes over 
a team that suffered its second straight 3- 
11 season. He becomes the team's fifth 
head coach in the past two seasons, 
although two of his predecessors (Ken 
Shipp and Mike Holovak) handled the 
position on an interim basis. 


The Jets signed Michaels to a three- 


year contract estimated to be worth about 
$60,000 a year. They also gave Ward a 
new three-year contract and expanded his 
duties to include the overall operation of 
the team. In a third move, the club's 
board of directors appointed Leon Hess as 
acting president, succeeding Phil Iselin, 
who died last Tuesday. 


"I accept the challenge of being head 


coach and expect our staff and players to 
be equally prepared for the task," 
Michaels said at a press conference at the 
Jets' training complex at Hofstra Univer- 
sity. "I've known the owners a long time. 


They know what it takes to produce a 
winner and they are with Al Ward and me 
in this challenge." 


Ward said he had about 40 hours of 


discussion with Michaels about the job 
and did not talk to any other candidates. 
The annoucement was delayed by Iselin's 
death last week, Ward added. 


"1 will have to sit down and evaluate 


our people and see what our needs will be 
for next year," Michaels said. "The top 
priority now is for me to find good 
assistants. We'll do what is necessary to 
turn this thing around." 


Michaels twice was passed over for the 


Jets' head coaching position when many 
thought he deserved the job.' Charley 
Winner, son-in-law of former Jet Coach 
Weeb Ewbank, was named following the 
1972 season, prompting Michaels to re- 
sign and accept an assistant coaching 
position with the Philadelphia Eagles,

No Pressure-Recruiting 
Of Women Athletes 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (UPI) - 


Delegates to the annual con- 
vention of the Association for 
Intercollegiate Athletics for 
Women voted Tuesday to keep 
a tight lid on the recruitment 
of women student-athletes. 


The delegates voted to ban 


paid campus visits for pro- 
spective women athletes, field 
recruitment by coaches of 
women's teams, personal solic- 
itations and the on-campus 
signing of letters of intent. 


Liz Ullrnan, a coordinator 


for the AIAW, said the str- 
ingent recruiting regulations 
were passed to keep athletic 
policies in line with educa- 
tional aims and to keep fledg- 
ing women's sports programs 
from becoming like men's pro- 
grams — "a business en- 
terprise." 


The AIAW is the women's 


equivalent of the NCAA, the 
governing body of men's col- 
legiate sports. 


Supporters of the recruiting 


rule changes said women ath- 
letes would be able to choose 
colleges with a minimum of 
pressure. 


Regulations had permitted 


individual coaches to travel 
and recruit at their own ex- 
pense. In men's sports, most 
recruiting is funded. 


Several 
athletic directors 


said the recruitment by 
coaches on their own time and 
with their own money might 
be in violation of federal equal 
pay laws. 


The rule changes are aimed 


at forcing athletic staff to dis- 
cuss programs with prospects 
as part of routine business. 
The rules do not prohibit mail- 
ing literature or video tapes. 
Telephone calls and on-cam- 
pus interviews with visits paid 
by prospects would also be 
permitted. 


College coaches are allowed 


to watch athletic contests but 
they cannot initiate contact 
with prospective athletes. 


The delegates voted against 


a plan to allow on campus 
tryouts at student expense as 
discriminatory to poor stu- 
dents. 


Also, Letters of intent or 


scholarship forms must be sent 
to students' homes and cannot 
be signed on campus. 


Opponents of the strict re- 


cruiting* said the changes 
would violate Health Educa- 
tion and Welfare Department 
Title IX guidelines requiring 
equal support for men's and 
women's athletic programs. 


But backers of the changes 


said federal guidelines permit 
differences in recruiting.

Wilkes hit 
his first six shots, flipping 20- 
25-footers off the backboard 
with his unorthodox behind 
the head shooting style, in just 
four minutesm to provide the 
Warriors with a 103-88 iead 
with 7:30 to go. 


"I've never seen anybody hit 


that many bank shots from 
that distance," said Bradley." 


The Knicks, who wasted a 


32-point night by Earl 
Monroe, made a bid for a 


comeback when the Warriors 
"started to celebrate too ear- 
ly," according to Golden State 
coach Al Attles, but even a 13- 
2 blitz by New York in just 
over two minutes fell short 
when Barry hit a layup and 
two free throws in the closing 
seconds.

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Strange requests 


to dry cleaners 


"Strange things are done 'neath the mid- 


night sun," wrote Poet Robert Service when 
he told the tale of Sam McGee and his 
unfortunate demise. Even stranger things 
are told to, and asked of, dry cleaners around 
the country by the populace bringing 
clothing to be cleaned. 


In the city of Chicago, people don't always 


think their requests through. One dry clean- 
ing establishment close to the city's wealthy 
Gold Coast reported that a male customer 
came in brightly one morning with a suit he 
wanted to have dyed brown. The clerk 
making out the ticket didn't even blink when 
the man added, "I'd like white pin stripes 
on it, too, about an inch apart." 


Fashion experts at Gleneagles, manufac- 


turers of quality weatherwear and sports- 
wear, asked dry cleaners about some of their 
strange requests Though difficult to believe, 
all are true and all happened within recent 
memory of personnel at the dry cleaners. 


A woman who operates a dry cleaning shop 


and plant in Massachusetts never ceases to 
be amazed at the number of people, mostly 
men, who remind her to be sure to clean the 
inside, the lining She laughs at the thought 
of trying to clean only the outside of a 
garment 


The same cleaner told of an elderly woman 


who found her receipt for a fur coat which 
her cleaners had in storage for her for nine 
years. When she finally claimed the coat, she 
insisted that someone had worn it. The dry 
cleaner tried to explain, to no avail, that the 
coat had been locked in the vault all that 
time. 


(One Kingston dry cleaning estab- 


lishment had a true story to add to the list. 
It leemi a woman brought several items 
of men's clothing in to be cleaned. Later, 
her husband stopped and was given the 
cleaned garments— only the clothing 
which his wife dropped off didn't belong 
to him 
) 


Often a dry cleaning shop will have a night 


"drop" for the convenience of its customers, 
Any time of day or night' people leave their 
garments to be cleaned. One such dry 
cleaners in Oklahoma found a leather coat 
one morning with the customer's name and 
address and a note which read simply, "The 
spot is from sitting on a pizza." 


In California, things are about the same as 


they are everywhere else. A top quality 
cleaners in San Francisco said that many of 
the items that are funny to him are really 
rather tragic. For the sake of humor, he adds 
signs of his own which provoke smiles. "Drop 
your pants here," commands one sign of 
potential customers. Another, advertising 
their pressing service, suggests, 
"Your 


clothes pressed while you hide your hide." . 


The cleaners in the City by the Bay 


suggests that people bring spotted clothing 
to the cleaners, telling the clerk just what the 
spot is. This, he said, will result in better 
cleaning than if a customer tries to rectify 
the spots at home. He recalled when people 
covered ink spots with buttermilk. Cus- 
tomers must have read it somewhere. The 
buttermilk, he said, was even harder to 
remove than the ink. 


A few hundred miles to the south, a Los 


Angeles dry cleaner has had very funny 
requests' He will never understand a very 
wealthy customer who has his shirts laun- 
dered and folded but never ironed. In order 
to save a few cents, he wears wrinkled shirts. 


Even stranger was the woman who was set 


to go to a party and found the zipper in her 
dress had been broken in the dry cleaning. 
She insisted that her dry cleaner sew the 
dress on her so she could wear it to the party, 
even though she had many other designer 
dresses. Her date' dressed in a tuxedo, stood 
by and watched the sewing operation. 


A shop in Pennsylvania received a garment 


for cleaning with the comment, "Must have 
got the spot in the church pew (from some- 
one who looked like he never was in it)." 
Another cleaner was told that an oyster 
slipped out on the suit that night 


People often give unusual reasons for 


stains such as the man who claimed that the 
stain in his suit came from the back of a tail 
pipe. If possible, the cleaners suggested, 
people would do their cleaners and them- 
selves a favor by watching where they lean 
(if possible, avoiding dingy walls), not trying 
to remove stains themselves and taking the 
garment to the cleaners as quickly as pos- 
sible. "Show and tell" helps in this case as 
the cleaners have an easier time if they know 
about the spot they're trying to erase. 


Many customers think they know the 


cleaning business but, for some unknown 
reason, they don't think the industry has 
undergone changes or enjoyed advance- 
ments. One who thought he knew something 
told his neighborhood cleaners slyly, "Let 
me know what day they change the naphtha, 
and 


I'll bring my suit in " 
That statement might have been sensible 


50 years ago but surely not today. Now, 
everything is cleari, and any day is a good 
day to patronize a quality dry cleaner. Often 
they will clean unusual possessions (one 
cleaners said that many bear rugs were 
brought to him for cleaning), make repairs 
and alter garments to fit. If their customers 
would help the dry cleaners, they, in turn, 
would reap the rewards 


Strange things are done, even to the hard- 


working, understanding and helpful dry 
cleaners.

And so the animated con-

WASHINGTON(UPl) - 


Even without a special invita- 
tion to Jimmy Carter's in- 
augural, Americans still can 
come and enjoy hundreds of 
Tree public events, including 
fireworks, square dances, sym- 
phony concerts and an all- 
night jazz, blues and soul ses- 
sion. 


The big ceremonial events — 


box seats at the swearing in 
and a chance to dance at one 
of six presidential parties that 
night — are by invitation only 
— and only if you've paid S25. 


But the inaugural commit- 


tee announced Tuesday that 
starting Jan. 18 — two days 
before the inauguration — 
there will be hundreds of free 
events for Republicans and 
Democrats alike who just want 
to come to town for the festiv- 
ities.

\VASHL\GTON(UPI) - 


The British government plans 
to sell the Soviet Union a 
control system for jet engines 
that has apparent applications 
to the Russian Backfire bomb- 
er, according to Air Force 
sources. 


The proposal involves a S17 


million contract between 
Lucas Aerospace, a British 
company, and the Soviet gov- 
ernment, to design and de- 
velop . n electronic control sys- 
tem for the Kuznetsov NK144 
turbofan jei engine, an up- 
graded version of which is used 
on the twinengine Backfire. 


The Soviet bomber is seen 


by U S. military authorities as 
a strategic thrent It has been, 
along with the U.S. cruise mis- 
sile now under development, 
the major obstacle to con- 
clusion of a SALT II agree- 
ment with Russia, according to 
U.S. government sources. 


Pentagon spokesmen said 


thc\ xvouid have no immediate 
comment on the British pro- 
posal until they receive official 
notification of it. 


The Lucas contract is ready 


to be placed before the In- 
ternational Coordinating 
Committee, otherwise known 
as COCOM, by Britain's dele- 
gale, according to embassy of- 
ficials here. 


COCOM is a group consist- 


ing of most XATO countries 
phi? Japan which meets week- 
K in Paris ro monitor techno- 
logical exports to Communist 
countries. Compliance with 
objections lodged by other 
members against a deal ii vol- 
untary. 


When the contract was an- 


nounced Dec. 23, Lucas said 
only the control system was for 
use in the Russian supersonic 
transport, the TU144, which is 
believed to have been taken 
out of sen ice because of me- 
chanical problems. 


Air Force sources said elec- 


tronic systems to control fuel 
and air flow and to monitor 
performance for the TU144 
could also have applications to 
Backfire engines. 


The swing-wing Backfire is 


close in size and appearance to 
the U.S. Bl bomber. It has 
been in production since 1974 
and it. now being deployed to 
Soviet long-range aviation 
unit* for both overland and 
naval use. A total of 80 to 90 
nave been built so far, accord- 
ing to U.S. sources.

The owners of a barge which 
ran around in the St. Law- 
rence River last June, spilling 
303,000 gallons of fuel oil, face 
a S10.34 million lawsuit filed 
bv State Attorney General 
Louis Lefkowitz. 


Lefkowitz said Tuesday he 


filed the claim against the 
Oswego Barge Corp., owners of 
the barge "Nepco 140," in U.S. 
D.strici Court in Utica at the 
request of state Environmen- 
tal 
Conservation Com- 


missioner Peter Berle. 


While being pushed by a 


tug, 
the barge ran aground 


near Mason Point on June 23, 
spilling the oil. 


The suit for penalties and 


damages charges that the cor- 
poration killed and 
injured 


protected wildlife, violated the 
state's water quality stan- 
dards, damaged state parks 
and wetlands in the area, and 
required the expenditure of $9 
million fcr clean-up opera- 
tions, Lefkowitz said. 


He said the U.S. Coast 


Guard's expenses incurred in 
the cleanup were included in 
the damages sought. 


The corporation had pre- 


viously filed papers with the 
court seeking an exoneration 
or limitation on its liability for 
the spill to about S3.77 mil- 
lion.

Shaw Chorale. 


— The 
"world's biggest 


square dance" in cavernous 
Union Station Jan. 21. The 
first 10,000 people who pick up 
free tickets will be admitted. 


— Folk dancing in Union 


Station Jan. 18, also open to 


10,000. 


— The prayer service open- 


ing Inaugural Day at the Lin- 
coln Memorial, featuring op- 
era stars Leontyne Price and 
Sherrill Milnes ofthe Metro- 
politan Opera, a 400-member 
choir, the Atlanta Boys Choir 
and Dr. Martin Luther King 
Sr. The committee expects 
50,000 to attend. 


— Shuttle bus service all 


over town during the week, 
especially 
on 
Inauguration 


Day. There also will be free 
tours of Washington and the 
Pentagon and Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery in Virginia,
